Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  .annual  deport  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1965* 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  also 
been  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Hiding  County  Council's  Local 
Health  .Services,  and  has  had  similar  functions  in  the  Borough  of  Brighouse  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Elland.  This  Scheme  has  led  to  a  close  integration  of 
Local  authority  Health  Services.  Dr.  Appleton  retired  in  June,  19&5>  and  the 
County  Council  is  now  proposing  to  amalgamate  the  Brighouse  and  Todmorton  Health 
Divisions  to  form  a  larger  unit  which  would  have  eight  constituent  District 
Councils  and  which  would  include  all  the  County  ^erea  served  by  the  Halifax 
Hospitals. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  a  slight  fall  in  the  birth  rate  and 
a  considerable  rise  in  the  death  rate.  Nevertheless,  births  exceeded  deaths  by 
forty-seven,  and  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  increased 
again  by  ninety.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  the  district  were  again  those 
associated  wita  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  the  greatest  number  being 
due  to  Coronary  disease. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  did  not  present  any  problems  in  1965*  The 
most  prevalent  disease  was  Measles,  of  which  151  cases  were  notified,  almost  all 
in  the  first  and  last  quarters  of  the  year.  Whilst  Measles  is  usually  regarded 
to  be  a  fairly  harmless  condition  of  childhood,  recent  evidence  has  suggested  that 
there  may  be  rather  more  complications  than  wore  formerly  recognised.  The  Medical 
licscarch  Council  has  now  carried  out  a  limited  programme  of  vaccination  against 
Measles  and  has  demonstrated  that  the  new  vaccine  is  both  safe  and  effective. 
However,  we  shall  have  to  wait  until  the  results  of  the  follow-up  survey  have  been 
assessed  before  considering  a  comprehensive  vaccination  programme.  In  the 
meantime,  vaccine  is  available  through  the  Executive  Council's  Services  for  any 
child  whose  Doctor  recommends  that  it  should  be  vaccinated  against  Measles. 

The  position  of  District  Midwife  at  Queensbury  and  Shelf  remained  vacant  for 
almost  a  year  before  we  were  able  to  attract  a  successor  to  Miss  Jenkinson.  Miss 
Miles  joined  us  in  October,  1965*  and  the  co-operation  shown  by  the  District 
Council  in  providing  her  with  a  new  house  was  very  much  appreciated.  The  nursing 
staff  of  the  County  Council  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  is  now  up  to  establishment  and 
the  attachment  of  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  is 
proving  most  successful.  The  close  liaison  between  tho  Doctors  and  Health 
Visiters  is  reflected  in  the  increasing  demands  being  placed  upon  the  Home  Help 
Service,  whore  tho  hours  worked  have  shown  a  further  rise  this  year,  mostly  in  the 
homos  of  old  people. 

Mr.  J. A. Walker,  who  joined  tho  staff  as  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
in  1964,  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  another  Authority,  and  at  the  end  of 
tho  year  no  progress  had  boon  made  towards  filling  this  vacancy.  This  was. partly 
due  to  the  national  shortage  of  qualified  Inspectors  but  tho  position  locally  is 
made  worse  by  uncertainty  as  to  the  future  of  Local  Government  in  this  area. 

Queensbury  and  Shelf  have  a  substantial  number  of  unfit  houses  and  these  have 
now  been  surveyed  and  a  plan  has  been  drawn  up  and  approved  by  the  Council  whereby 
some  300  of  these  houses,  mostly  of  the  back-to-back  variety,  will  be  dealt  v/ith 
in  the  next  fifteen  years.  Where  blocks  of  houses  are  suitable  for  improvement, 
grants  are  available,  and  these  are  being  approved  at  the  rate  of  almost  fifty  a 
year.  In  this  way  it  should  be  possible  to  give  a  rcsonablc  span  of  life  to  each 
of  the  solidly  built  stone  houses  of  tho  oldci’  type  in  the  district.  There  are, 
however,  owners  who  are  reluctant  to  modernise,  either  because  they  feel  it  costs 
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too  much*  or  because  old  people  do  not  wish  to  bo  disturbed,  and  there  may  well  be 
difficulty  in  ensuring  that  every  house  in  a  block  comes  up  to  an  acceptable  stand¬ 
ard.  Property  suitable  for  improvement  tends  to  have  a  high  proportion  of  owner- 
occupied  houses  in  this  district,  and  it  is  unlikely  thafimprovement  areas"  could 
be  considered  under  the  present  legislation. 

There  is  an  active  Old  People's  welfare  Committee  which  has  organised  a  very 
efficient  'Meals  on  vTheels’  Service  in  co-operation  with  the  Welfare  Department  of 
the  County  Council,  which  provides  the  equipment  and  makes  a  contribution  towards 
the  cost  of  each  meal.  Each  week  some  42  meals  arc  distributed  to  old  people  in 
their  own  homes,  and  a  luncheon  club  has  been  formed  and  this  enables  30  old  people 
who  can  get  out  to  be  sure  of  a  warm,  cooked  meal  each  week.  The  Council,  too  has 
been  concerned  about  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  and  has  made  very  generous  housing 
provision  for  this  section  of  the  community.  In  addition,  they  have  appointed  7 
wardens  to  give  supervision  to  their  old  persons'  dwellings  and  are  now  considering 
the  appointment  of  further  wardens  to  visit  old  people  in  privately-owned  houses. 
This  latter  scheme  cannot  be  as  comprehensive  as  in  purpose-built  accommodation 
where  one  has  compact  units  which  can  be  equipped  with  an  intercommunication  system, 
but  it  has  proved  to  be  most  helpful  and  gives  a  great  sense  of  security  to  old 
people  living  alone. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness, 
patience  and  co-operation,  and  to  thank  Mr.  Shelley,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  most  willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the  numerous 
problems  of  the  Health  Dei;artraent  during  my  period  in  office.

A1 though  Queensbury  and  Shelf  wore  amalgamated  in  1937,  the  two  areas  are 
different  in  character  and,  oven  today,  no  full  community  of  interest  exists.  I 
think  the  principal  reason  why  the  two  areas  are  not  now  firmly  amalgamated  is 
the  difficulty  in  communication,  for  there  is  no  direct  bus  service  between  Shelf 
village  and  Queensbury.  Queensbury  village,  situated  as  it  is  on  the  high  eminence 
overlooking  Halifax,  has  unrivalled  views  for  an  industrial  town.  Because  of  its 
average  altitude  of  1,100  feet,  it  is  a  cold  area  but  often  escapes  the  foggy  con¬ 
dition  in  the  valleys.  Shelf  is  loss  hilly  and  more  residential  in  character. 
Although  Queensbury  is  situated  between  Halifax  and  Bradford,  the  connection  with 
Bradford  is  the  stronger  one,  and  the  proposals  of  the  Boundary  Commission  that 
Queensbury  should  be  absorbed  by  Bradford  met  with  some  support  in  the  listrict. 

The  affinities  of  Shelf  with  Bradford  are  much  less  strong,  and  proposals  have  been 
made  for  Shelf  to  be  included  instead  v/ith  the  Borough  of  Brighouse.  mother 
alternative  which  is  being  considered  is  the  amalgation  of  the  whole  of  Queensbury 
and  Shelf  with  Brighouse  and  ELland  to  form  a  now  County  District,  and  if  this  is 
accepted,  it  would  have  a  population  in  excess  of  60,000  and  be  able  to  claim  del¬ 
egation  of  additional  powers.  This  question  is  still  awaiting  a  decision  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  estimate  of  the  population  of  Queonsbury  and  Shelf  is  the  mid-year 
estimate  of  the  Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  9,590  as  comparod  with  9,500 
for  1964*  He  considers,  therefore,  that  the  population  has  increased  by  90. 

Birth  Rate. 


The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  18.9  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This 
compares  with  the  rate  of  19*5  for  1964*  To  compare  the  birth  rate  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  it  is  necessary  to  adjust 
the  crude  birth  rate  by  multiplying  it  by  the  area  comparability  factor.  Every 
district  varies  as  to  the  distribution  of  population  among  the  sexes,  and  in  age 
ranges,  The  area  comparability  factor  is  an  attempt  to  standardise  our  sex  and 
age  range  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  Our  comparability  factor  is  O.96, 
which  means  that  with  our  present  sex  and  age  range,  the  crude  birth  rate  has  to 
be  adjusted  downwards  to  bring  it  into  line  with  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  our 
corrected  birth  rate  is  1 8. 1 •  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the 
adminstrative  County  of  18. 4  and  a  birth  rate  for  Ungland  and  Wales  of  18.0. 


There  were  ten  illegitimate  births,  all  live,  representing  5*5  per  cent  of 
the  total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  1.1  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 


During  the  year,  there  were  two  stillbirths.  This  gives  a  rate  of  10. 9  per 
1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  16.0  and  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  is  15«7» 


Death  Rato. 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  14.0  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  2.3  above  the  rate  for  1964.  The  comparability  factor  for  obtaining  the 
adjusted  death  rate  is  1.10  and  using  this  factor  we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate 
of  15*4.  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  12.4  for  the  Adminstrative 
County  and  of  11. 5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequencys- 


1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  -  65  (46). 

2.  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  -  19  (16). 

3.  Malignant  Diseaso  -  15  (l6). 

(Last  year's  figures  are  given  in  brackets). 


Infant  Deaths. 

There  v/ero  seven  infants  in  the  Urban  District  of  Queonsbury  and  Shelf  during 
1965,  and  the  infant  death  rate  .  is  38.7  per  thousand  live  births.  The  infant 
death  rate  of  38.7  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  of  20.7 
and  for  England  and  Wales  of  19*0. 
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Premature  Births 


There  were  twelve  children  horn  prematurely  during  the  year  who  wore  5-g-  lhs., 
or  under,  in  weight  at  birth.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bradford,  continued  to  receive  clinical  material 
and  milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  while  chemical  analysis  was 
carried  out  by  Messrs,  Lea  and  Mallinder,  Public  .analysts,  Halifax, 

Divisional  Ambulance  Service. 


I  append  hereto  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during  the  year.  The 
figures  are  given  monthly,  and  the  total  for  last  year  is  appended  in  brackets 
after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  table  applies  to  the  whole  Division.  It  has 
not  been  possible  to  split  the  Dvisional  figures  to  give  the  figures  for  Queensbury 
and  Shelf  alone. 

These  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a  slight  reduction  in  all  the  categories 
of  patients,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  with  the  exception  of  accidents 
which  have  shown  a  slight  increase. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nurse  made  1969  visits  to  117  cases  during  the  year. 

Pull  collaboration  has  been  maintained  with  the  hospital  service  and  with 
the  General  Medical  PracMoners  under  whose  direction  the  District  Nurse  works. 

Home  Helps. 

There  were  87  cases  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  being  provided  with  a  Home  Help 
at  the  beginning  of  1 9^5 >  and  42  new  cases  were  attended  during  the  year.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  80  cases  were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  129  homes  attended  during  the  year,  domestic  help  was  provided  for  9 8 
old  people  as  compared  with  104  in  1965*  Domestic  help  was  also  provided  in  15 
cases  whore  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  in  18  maternity  cases. 

During  19°5j  there  were  18  women  working  as  Home  Helps  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf, 
and  altogether  they  worked  18224  hours.  Of  these  hours,  17480  were  spent  in  helping 
old  people. 

Chiropody  Service. 

The  Chiropody  Service  commenced  in  i960  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  old 
people  of  the  district.  The  Service  is  free  for  all  pensioners.  This  means  that 
women  of  sixty  are  able  to  have  chiropody  whereas  men  are  not  eligible  until  they 
are  sixty-five.  Women  of  sixty  generally  are  very  active  and  perhaps  some  of  them 
who  attend  could  manage  to  look  after  their  feet  themselves  but  many  young  women 
are  used  to  having  chiropody  treatment  and  of  course  their  feet  have  often  been 
subject  to  unsuitable  footwear  for  a  considerable  time.  At  present  some  young  men 
are  subjecting  their  feet  to  similar  dangers?  they  will  regret  this  when  they  arc 
older. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  the  service  as 
a  direct  service  with  a  well-qualified  chiropodist.  The  numbers  attending  have 
increased  every  year  and  we  had  230  patients  attending  in  1965?  as  compared  with 
215  last  year.  Of  these  patients,  160  attended  clinics,  the  remaining  70  having 
treatment  in  their  own  homes.  The  number  of  treatments  given  this  year  was  1320. 

The  Chiropody  Service  now  seems  to  be  running  smoothly  as  one  of  the  accepted 
services  of  this  department. 
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Health  Education. 


The  Queensbury  Home  Safety  Committee  continued  to  do  good  work,  .amongst  its 
other  activities  it  organised  an  exhibition  in  the  Victoria  Hall,  dealing  with 
the  various  aspects  of  fire  prevention  and  stressing  in  particular  the  advantages 
of  non-flammable  materials. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  gave  talks  in  the  Secondary  Schools  and  arranged 
for  pupils  to  visit  Municipal  Undertakings,  such  as  the  tip  and  the  sewage  works. 
The  Health  Visitors  also  gave  talks  in  schools  dealing  with  personal  hygiene  in 
addition  to  the  health  education  which  they  do  as  a  normal  part  of  the  clinic 
service. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 


The  Table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  cn  Table  5» 

We  have  no  purpose-built  clinics  in  either  Queensbury  or  Shelf  but  the 
Queensbury  Clinic  was  adapted  by  the  County  Council  from  the  old  billiard  room 
at  the  Victoria  Hall  and  serves  as  an  example  of  co-operation  between  the  County 
and  the  District  Councils.  This  clinio  is  well  used  and  presents  excellent 
accommodat ion. 

The  Clinic  at  Shelf  is  held  in  the  Church  Hall,  which  is  centrally  situated 
in  Shelf  village.  The  West  Hiding  County  Council  has  now  accepted  the  need  for 
a  small  purpose-built  clinic  in  Shelf  and  this  has  been  included  in  their  Ten- 
Year  Plan  for  the  development  of  the  Health  Service. 

Consultant  Clinics  are  held  at  Brighouse  at  the  central  School  Clinic.  This 
is  a  converted  house  which  is  reasonably  satisfactory  but  a  new  purpose  built 
central  clinic  in  Police  Street,  Brighouse,  is  now  under  construction  which  will 
enable  us  to  provide  a  much  more  comprehensive  service. 

HOSPITALS. 


Infectious  Diseases. 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  were  generally  admitted  to  the  Leeds  Hoad  Isolat¬ 
ion  Hospital,  Bradford,  and  cases  of  Tuberculosis  to  the  Worthowram  Hall  Hospital. 

Mat ernity. 

The  hospital  accommodation  provided  for  maternity  cases  is  excellent  in  this 
area.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to  Bradford  but  the  majority  are  delivered  in  the 
Halifax  General  Hospital.  This  Hospital  also  provides  us  with  a  "Plying  Squad" 
for  the  provision  of  blood  transfusions  and  emergency  treatment  in  the  event  of  an 
unforeseen  complication  at  a  home  confinement.  We  have  received  full  information 
regarding  mothers  and  babies  when  they  were  discharged  from  hospital. 

There  is  an  increasing  tendency  for  mothers  and  babies  to  be  discharged  48 
hours  after  the  normal  confinement  and  to  be  cared  for  by  the  Domiciliary  Midwife 
for  the  remainder  of  the  lying-in  period.  This  procedure  was  first  introduced  in 
order  to  overcome  an  acute  shortage  of  maternity  beds  in  some  centres  but  it  is 
now  spreading  to  areas  which  have  an  adequate  number  of  beds  by  the  standard  re¬ 
commended  by  the  Cranbrook  Committee,  which  was  that  there  should  be  provision  for 
70%  of  mothers  to  have  their  confinements  in  hospital.  These  early  discharges  have 
created  some  additional  work  for  our  District  Midwives  but  this  has  been  willingly 
accepted.  It  is  inevitable,  however,  that  the  staff  should  feci  some  apprehension 
that  they  may  ultimately  become  purely  maternity  nurses  and  not  be  permitted  to 
use  all  their  professional  skills. 

Old  People. 

There  is  still  a  great  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation  for  old  people. 

Some  old  people  have  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  in  Bradford  but  the  vast  majority 
go  to  St.  John's  Hospital,  Halifax.  This  Hospital  is  always  full  and  there  is 
usually  a  waiting  list,  especially  for  female  patients.  The  Hospital  Plan,  if 
implemented,  will  result  in  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  number  of  geriatric 
beds  available  in  the  Halifax  area.  As  the  present  service  is  hard  pressed  to  meet 
the  essential  needs  of  the  elcbrly,  it  seems  probable  that  a  considerable  amount  of 
hardship  will  result  if  the  present  proposals  are  put  into  effect. 
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CLINICS  AND  TnEATALNT  CENTHES 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Health  Visitors. 


The  Health  Visitor  is  a  qualified  nurse  who  has  undergone  an  extensive  course 
of  training  in  her  speciality.  In  addition  to  her  attendance  at  the  infant  welfare 
clinics*  she  has  a  resxjonsibility  to  visit  every  new  haby  at  home,  giving  such 
supervision  and  advice  as  may  he  required.  In  recent  years,  she  has  been  carrying 
out  an  increasing  range  of  screening  tests  for  the  early  detection  of  such  condit¬ 
ions  as  Phenylketonuria,  Congenital  Dislocation  of  the  Hip,  and  deafness.  She 
gives  special  attention  to  the  supervision  of  problem  families,  who,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  are  unable  to  cope  with  the  increasing  tempo  of  modern  life,  and  she 
cc-operates  with  other  statutory  and  voluntary  agencies  to  prevent  any  unnecessary 
suffering  among  the  children.  Much  of  hor  time  is  taken  up  with  the  welfare  of 
the  elderly  and  the  supervision  of  home  helps,  and  health  education  is  now  becoming 
an  increasingly  important  aspect  of  her  duties. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  Health  Visitors  in  this  Division  have  ceased  to 
have  their  own  areas  and  are  now  attached  to  the  practices  of  Family  Doctors  thus 
making  for  much  closer  co-operation  between  our  two  branches  of  the  Health  Service. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  two  Health  Visitors  in  the  Queensbury  and 
Shelf  Area  is  given  belows-

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Ante—  Natal  Clinic. 

Two  ante-natal  clinics  we re  held  at  Queensbury  and  two  in  Shelf  each  month. 
Seventy-six  patients  attended  during  the  year,  and  altogether  484  attendances  were 
made  at  the  two  Clinics. 

There  were  1 83  total  births  during  the  year,  so  that  approximately  two-fifths 
of  the  expectant  mothers  attended  our  ante-natal  clinics,  and  all  the  others  received 
ante-natal  care,  either  from  their  own  Doctor  or  from  the  Hospital.  Seventy  patients 
Y/ere  delivered  at  home,  the  remaining  patients  being  delivered  in  hospital. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

Queensbury  and  Shelf  was  without  a  District  Widwife  for  almost  a  year  but  I 
am  now  able  to  rop>ort  that  Miss  Miles  has  been  appointed  to  this  vacancy  ahd  took 
up  duty  in  October.  The  co-operation  of  the  Council  in  providing  her  with  a  house 
has  been  very  much  appreciated.

MENTAL  HEALTH . 


This  is  a  Divisional  report  as  it  is  not  thought  desirable  or  practical  to 
separate  this  Service  into  districts, 

Mr.  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Storthes  Hall 
Hospital  Area,  which  includes  this  Division,  completed  the  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker's  Course  and  returned  to  us  last  summer.  During  his  absence,  Mrs.  Carter 
from  the  neighbouring  Huddersfield  Division  deputised  for  him.  The  year  has  seen 
further  change  in  our  staff  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  Mr.  O'Kane  having  left  to 
work  for  another  Authority,  and  he  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  Burton. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  were  posted  with  General  Practitioners  and  are 
increasingly  being  asked  for  their  help  in  dealing  with  patients,  arranging  out¬ 
patient  appointments,  and  finding  employment.  It  is  considered  that  as  much 
preventive  care  as  aftercare  is  undertaken  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  who 
also  continually  support  the  relatives,  and  by  now  a  good  liaison  exists  between 
our  Officers  and  the  different  voluntary  agencies  that  are  available  to  help,  and 
the  Youth  Unploymcnt  Officer  has  helped  us  with  employable  subnormal  patients. 

In-Service  Training. 

The  County  Council  has  arranged  regular  courses  for  in-service  training  at 
Grantley  Hall,  and  all  our  Mental  'Welfare  Officers  have  attended  at  least  one  of 
these.  In  addition,  fortnightly  seminars  have  been  held  in  Brighouse,  when  the 
Officers  have  the  opportunity  of  discussing  difficult  cases  with  their  teacher 
Mrs.  Farrow.  .  Bcgular  conferences  with  the  Consultants  are  also  held  at  Storthes 
Hall  Hospital,  and  our  Officers  are  encouraged  to  attend  whenever  possible. 

Psychiatric  Social  Club. 

There  is  no  social  club  in  this  Division  but  clubs  are  readily  accessible  in 
neighbouring  districts.  The  Queensbury  patients  go  to  Bradford,  and  those  from 
the  remainder  of  the  Division  attend  the  4-U  Club  at  Halifax.  One  of  our  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  attends  this  Club  each  week  and  it  offers  an  effective  service 
for  follow-up  and  supervision  of  several  patients. 

Divisional  Training  Centro. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-seven  on  the  register  at  our 
Training  Centre.  During  the  year  there  were  six  discharges  and  seven  admissions, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  register  was  twsnty-eight . 

The  Training  Centre  is  still  operating  under  difficult  conditions  in  a 
prefabricated  structure  which  was  formerly  a  Day  Nursery.  The  accommodation  is 
limited  and  consequently  only  children  can  be  accepted,  although  we  have  made 
exceptions  in  the  case  of  six  of  the  older  girls  who  have  grown  up  in  the  Centre. 
These  girls  are  engaged  in  industrial  work  for  a  period  every  day  but  unfortunately 
the  facilities  are  limited  by  the  fact  that  everything  has  to  be  cleared  away  for 
meals,  physical  training  and  other  activites,  with  the  result  that  it  is  not  possible 
to  install  any  equipment  or  carry  out  any  specialised  operations.  Nevertheless,  we 
have  had  a  considerable  range  of  contract  work,  including  making  fibre  plant  pots, 
bc-an  bags,  soft  toys  and  making  up  telephone  books. 

Senior  boys  have  had  to  leave  the  Centre  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years  and  at 
present  six  are  travelling  daily  to  the  Bradford  Training  Centre.  Progress  on 
the  new  Training  Centre  in  Brighouse  has  been  held  up  by  the  Government's  financial 
policy  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  only  be  a  short  postponement. 

Mental  Subnormal ity. 

Hegular  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  all  defectives  in 
the  area  who  are  under  our  care.

Water  Supply. 

Bradford  Corporation  are  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  to  this 
Urban  District.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  Asquith,  the  Waterworks  Engineer  for 
the  City  of  Bradford,  for  the  following  inf ormat ions - 


"No  extensions  to  the  supply  wore  carried  out  during  1 9^5 - 

"The  main  source  of  supply  to  the  Queensbury  and  Shelf  Area  is  from  Thornton 
Mocr  Reservoir.  luring  the  past  year,  481  samples  have  been  taken  of  treated  and 
distributed  water  from  this  source,  and  of  those,  89.4$  wore  free  from  coliferms 
and  94-85t)  were  free  from  faecal  coli.  A  recent  chemical  analysis  shows  this  water 
to  be  of  good  organic  purity. 

"as  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  lack  of  supply 
generally,  following  the  carrying  out  of  remedial  works. 


".kccording  to  my  records,  no  supplies  have  been  restricted  or  closed. 

"Thirty-nine  new  houses  in  Queensbury,  and  18  new  houses  in  Shelf  have  been 
provided  with  a  public  supply  during  1965*

Sewerage. 

I  am  informed  that  the  sewerage  system  within  the  Urban  District  has  functioned 
satisfactorily,  there  having  been  no  serious  blockages. 

Shibden  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Following  the  reports  from  the  Consultants,  a  special  report  was  prepared  for 
submission  to  the  Sewerage  and  Scv/agc  Disposal  Committee. 

A  proposed  scheme  was  approved  for  the  extension  to  the  plant  and  negotiations 
for  land  purchase  were  commenced. 

COUNCIL  HOUSING. 

Current  Development 

During  the  year  steady  progress  was  maintained  on  the  building  of  94  houses 
at  Hungcrhill,  26  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  on  31st  December  1985* 

In  1956,  191  houses  were  scheduled  for  slum  clearances  in  the  following  15 

years.  By  1961,  76  of  these  had  been  demolished  or  closod,  and  in  a  further  15 

cases,  we  had  taken  action  but  the  tenants  were  awaiting  re-housing,  and  9  houses 
wero  awaiting  demolition,  so  that  wo  had  taken  action  in  respect  of  100  houses. 

Further  action  was  obviously  dependent  on  the  building  of  new  houses,  and  in 

the  report  of  I96I ,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  rate  of  building  should  not 

be  less  than  20  houses  per  year  and  that  the  100  houses  should  be  ready  for  occup¬ 
ation  before  the  end  of  1 965.  Since  that  time,  76  new  bungalows  have  been  completed 
46  at  New  Park  Road  and  30  at  Cockhill,  and  work  is  well  advanced  on  the  Hungcrhill 
Estate  of  94  houses,  26  of  which  wore  available  by  the  end  of  1985°

Existing  Estates  (Contributed  by  G.A.Muse) 

This  Council  now  owns  521  properties  made  up  of  180  old  people  bungalows  242 
houses,  92  flats  and  7  cottages.  The  estates  are  scattered  throughout  the  urban 
area  with  the  largest  concentrations  on  the  Hillcrest  Estate,  Queensbury  and  the 
Belle  Vue  Estate,  Shelf.  There  are  another  76  two  and  three  bed  roomed  houses  in 
course  of  erection  at  Hill  Crest  Drive,  Queensbury  which  are  expected  to  be  completed 
and  let  in  1966.  There  are  still  waiting  lists  for  accommodation  at  both  Queensbury 
and  Shelf,  but  the  demand  is  much  greater  in  the  Queensbury  Area,  particularly  for 
Old  persons  bungalows. 
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PRESENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFIETIOUS 

DISEASES. 


General . 

Table  8  shows  the  monthly  incidence  of  notifications  received  in  respect  of 
infectious  diseases. 

The  infectious  disease  most  prevalent  during  1965  was  Measles.  EL  together 
151  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  since 
1948.  I  consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  incidence  of  this  dis¬ 
ease,  which  is  general  throughout  the  country,  is  partly  due  to  Diphtheria  Immunis¬ 
ation. 

As  with  previous  years,  I  give  the  figures  of  children  immunised  in  two  groups, 
the  first  being  children  who  have  received  cither  an  initial  or  booster  dose  in  the 
last  five  years,  and  the  second  those  who  were  immunised  at  a  date  preceding  this. 

The  first  group  shows  children  who  can  be  regarded  as  at  maximum  protection.  It 
is  our  aim  to  carry  out  booster  doses  before  admission  to  the  primary  school  at  the 
age  of  five.

During  1965?  164  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus  by  Triple  Vaccine.  One  hundred  and  fifty  were  given  a  reinforcing  dose 
against  Diphtheria.  Of  the  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-five  were  under  one  year  of  ago. 

The  prophylactics  used  were  three  doses  of  Triple  Vaccine  (Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus  Toxoid  and  Pertussis  Vaccine)  for  children  under  five  years.  Parents  of 
these  children  wore  also  give  the  choice  cf  having  their  children  immunised  separately 
for  Diphtheria  and  I/hooping  Gough,  or  having;  a  combined  Diphtheria/Tetanus  or  Y/hooping 
Cough/Tetanus  injection. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Records  were  received  in  respect  of  seventy-nine  vaccinations  during  the  year. 
This  compares  with  last  year's  figures  of  50  primary  and  2  re-vaccinations.  These 
figures  no  longer  give  a  complete  picture  of  the  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out 
in  the  district,  as  the  West  Riding  County  Council  no  longer  requires  records  in 
respect  of  persons  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  525  twelve-year-old  and  thirteen-year-old 
schoolchildren.  Parents  of  only  422,  or  80$  consented  to  this  valuable  measure  as 
compared  with  the  County  average  for  1 964  of  71$  Of  these  children,  410  were  tested. 
Fifty-five  of  them,  or  14$  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors  and  presumably  had 
been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  time,  and  348  with  negative  reactions  were  given 
B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Mantoux  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  ca.rried  out. 

Seventy-nine  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  Six  of  these  were  positive. 
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Ono  hundred  and  thirteen  ehildren  received  B.C.G.  vaccination,  including  forty  babies 
not  previously  given  a  skin  test. 

The  figures  under  this  section  are  all  Divisional  ones  as  it  is  not  thought 
desirable  to  pinpoint  localities. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  we  received  records  in  respect  of  1371  persons  who 
had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and,  in  addition,  a  further  371  children  were 
given  booster  doses.  To  date  14727  persons  in  this  Divisional  Area  have  completed 
a  course  of  injections  of  Polio  vaccine  and  5067  have  been  protected  by  oral  vaccine. 


Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172. 

There  was  one  notification  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  in  a  male 
a  man  of  thirty-seven. 

One  case  recovered  from  the  disease.  There  was,  therefore,  no  change  in  the 
number  of  respiratory  cases  on  the  register. 

One  case  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified. 

We  have  a  system  of  special  contact  cards,  and  all  contacts  of  new  cases  are 
investigated,  including  a  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 
The  older  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  many  as  possible  are  X-rayed 
whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the  Divisional  Area.  The  number  of  known 
contacts  at  present  under  observation  in  the  Queensbury  and  Shelf  Urban  District  is 
ninety-three  in  respect  of  thirty-seven  respiratory  cases  on  the  register. 

The  Divisional  Care  Committee  continued  to  do  good  work  and  to  distribute 
clothing,  coal  and  food  parcels  to  needy  people.  Christmas  parcels  were  also  dis¬ 
tributed  as  usual  and  an  annual  day  trip  to  the  seaside  for  patients  and  their 
families  who  are  unlikely  to  have  a  holiday  any  other  way  was  a ole. 

Mass  Radiography  Survey. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Hoard  visited  the 
district  in  August,  and  sessions  were  held  at  the  Victoria  Hall. 

I  give  below  the  result  supplied  to  me  by  the  Unit.  It  is  not  possible  however, 
to  draw  any  conclusions  at  all  from  such  evidence  since  the  persons  examined  con¬ 
stitute  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  population  and  are  not  necessarily  represen 
ative  of  the  population  as  a  whole.  The  information  given  is  in  respect  of  people 
actually  examined  during  the  survey  and  may,  therefore,  include  persons  normally 
resident  in  other  areas.

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iJ'MIAL  REPORT  FOR  1965 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Harling  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  qy  report  for  1965,  the  nineteenth  such  report 
I  have  prepared.  It  is  not  such  a  detailed  report  as  in  other  years,  being  written 
late  in  1966  after  nearly  a  yoar  of  my  being  without  an  Assistant  Inspector.  Mr. 

J .A.V.alker  left  us  in  November  1965*  and  so  far  a  replacement  has  not  taken  up  his 
duties.  The  writing  of  these  reports  is  a  chore  one  faces  with  distaste  when  the 
amount  of  other  mere  pressing  work  to  be  d  no  becomes  more  and  more  unmanageable. 

I  an  on  very  thin  ice  at  times  in  the  fulfilment  of  my  duties,  and  if  anyone  feels 
that  I  am  neglecting  some  item  at  some  time,  I  can  only  say  that  I  deal  with  matters 
in  the  order  of  priority  I  deem  them  to  warrant,  in  the  hope  that  the  morrow  will 
permit  attention  to  outstanding  minor  complaints.  I  have  learnt  the  truth  of  the 
saying  that  often  it  is  not  so  important  to  solve  all  the  problems  that  are  brought 
before  us  as  to  survive  them. 

On  a  separate  page  I  list  the  legislation  of  1 9^5 ?  which,  while  not  perhaps  as 
impressive  a  list  as  some  years  produce,  can  nevertheless  been  seen  to  refer  to 
several  facts  of  our  work. 

We  had  a  busy  year  in  1965*  With  the  willing  help  of  Mr.  J. A. Walker  the 
Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector,  wo  kept  up  our  milk:’  •  sampling  programme,  the 
inspection  of  food  premises,  and  nearly  but  not  quite  completed  the  first  survey 
of  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963.  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  went  well  until  the  heavy  snows  of  December  hit  us.  Even 
so  we  finished  the  yoar  on  31st  December  only  -g-  day  in  arrears,  and  pulled  this  up 
the  following  week. 

Health  Education  followed  the  lines  of  previous  years,  a  talk  on  Public  Health 
being  given  to  the  two  top  classes  of  a  Junior  School,  while  some  pupils  in  their 
last  year  at  the  Secondary  Modern  School  were  taken  for  visits  to  the  Sewage  works, 
Refuse  Tip,  Bacon  Factory,  Swimming  Baths  and  Public  Hall,  and  a  general  picture 
was  given  of  the  part  Environmental  Health  plays  in  a  community. 

Homo  Safety  activities  wore  plentiful.,  Prizes  were  presented  in  March  to  the 
winners  of  the  previous  Christmas  Holiday  Competition  based  on  a  Quiz  Poster.  A 
one  day  exhibition,  with  films  and  puppet  show  was  held  at  the  Shelf  Civic  Gala 
on  June  26th,  1965?  and  a  major  ef  "ort  was  a  three  day  exhibition  in  the  Victoria 
Hall,  Queensbury  in  October.  The  theme  of  this  was  Non-flammable  materials,  and 
was  supplemented  by  the  West  Riding  Fire  Service’s  newly  produced  portable  exhibition 
on  Fire  Prevention  work,  and  was  quite  topical.  Bookmarks  on  the  current  ROSPA. 
themes  were  also  used  throughout  the  year.  This  seems  to  bo  the  best  way  of  getting 
propaganda  into  a  wide  selection  of  homes. 

Further  comment  on  various  subjects  is  given  in  the  report,  and 
may  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the 
support  you  have  given  mo  throughout  the  year,  and  all  colleagues  at 
Offices  for  freely  given  help  and  assistance  at  all  times.

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CARAVAN  SIT15  AND  CONTROL  0?  DSVELOPICKT  ACT  I960. 


The  only  liconced  site  in  the  area  is  at  Queen sbury.  This  has  a  planning 
status,  determined  on  appeal,  by  the  Minister,  for  not  more  than  35  vans  between 
March  and  October  each  year,  8  only  of  which  may  be  used  throughout  the  year  for 
residential  purposes.  The  original  site  licence,  issued  in  October  1962  was  with¬ 
drawn  and  reissued  in  1964*  requiring  compliance  with  the  licence  conditions  by 
31st  July  1964*  This  following  a  successful  prosecution  for  breach  of  licence 
conditions  in  February  1 9^4 » 

No  move  was  made  by  the  site  owner  to  comply  with  the  now  licence  conditions 
and  a  second  prosecution  was  instituted  and  heard  on  20th  July,  1965*  Convictions 
were  obtained  in  respect  of  each  of  the  seven  broaches  alleged,  and  a  total  of 
£.140  in  fines  imposed. 

In  spite  of  this  being  the  second  successful  prosecution  against  this  site 
owner,  there  was  no  visible  change  on  the  site  as  at  31st  December  1965* 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956.  (Compiled  by  Mr.H.  Phillips 

Technical  Assistant.) 

The  No. 5  Smoke  Control  Area  Order  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1965 
and  approval  was  received  in  August.  A  survey  of  the  area  was  carried  out  and  by 
September  all  explanatory  leaflets  and  details  of  conversion  required  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  Smoko  Control  Area  wore  delivered  to  each  house¬ 
holder. 

There  was  an  immediate  rush  to  get  conversions  completed  before  Christmas^ 
practically  one  quarter  of  the  appliances  in  the  area  had  been  converted  before  the 
Christmas  holidays. 

The  National  Coal  Board  demonstration  vehicle  visited  the  area  in  November, 
and  was  stationed  in  the  centre  of  the  village  for  four  days.  The  unit  was  well 
equipped  with  a  display  of  the  latest  solid  fuel  burning  appliances,  and  the 
attendants  wore  kept  busy  the  whole  of  the  four  days.  I  think  this  display  con¬ 
verted  quite  a  number  of  people  from  the  open  fire  or  the  piped  fuel  appliances 
to  the  room  heater,  the  slim  lino  appearance  and  improved  efficiency  appealed  to 
the  eye  and  the  pocket. 

Industrial  Premises. 


The  steam  raising  plants  of  all  the  industrial  promises  in  the  area  were 
visited,  the  plants  on  the  whole  being  in  very  good  condition.  There  are  only 
two  industrial  boilers  plants  where  solid  fuel  is  used  for  steam  raising,  one  of 
these  plants  has  under  feed  stokers  installed  and  one  a  chain  grate  stoker. 

A  Dry  Cleaner,  in  the  Area  submitted  a  notification  of  intention  to  instal 
a  new  oil  fired  boiler,  the  position  of  this  boiler  being  approximately  the  same 
as  that  of  a  boiler  installed  in  19<o4>  the  plant  being  in  a  depression,  with  private 
houses  built  within  50  yards  and  in  an  elevated  position.  A  chimney  of  such  a 
height  as  to  clear  the  ridge  of  the  houses  was  approved,  being  about  15  feet  higher 
then  was  necessary  for  the  size  of  the  boiler.  The  plant  was  installed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  local  authority  and  no  trouble  duo  to  fumes  penetrating  into 
the  houses  has  been  experienced. 

56  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  were  made  during  the  year.  On  one 
occasion  dark  smoke  was  observed  which  extended  over  the  permitted  period,  on  in¬ 
spection  of  the  boiler  house  concerned  it  was  found  that  a  chain  grate  stoker  had 
failed  and  a  standby  boiler  equipped  with  a  sprinkler  stoker  had  been  put  in  com¬ 
mission  to  ease  the  load.  The  fault  was  put  right  within  a  few  days  and  the  emission 
of  dark  smoke  reduced. 
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Measurement  of  Pollution 


The  figures  for  pollution  collected  in  the  Deposit  Gauge  are  slightly  higher 
this  year  than  those  recorded  in  I964,  but  the  figures  for  smoko  and  S02  are  lower. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  increase  in  rainfall  recorded  for  1965. 

I  give  below  two  tables  which  show  the  pollution  recorded  by  the  Deposit  Gauge, 
and  the  Daily  Smoke  and  S02  recorder  at  Queonsbury.

The  through  terrace  house  with  outside  closet  in  its  own  yard  is  not  a  common 
type  of  building  in  this  area,  and  the  lack  of  the  internal  W.C.  hits  hardest  at 
the  pre  1914  tyx^e  of  houses  built  in  blocks  of  single  back  or  back  to  back,  where 
the  accommodation  has  perforce  to  be  at  the  end  of  the  block,  remote  from  the 
house,  and  often  shared,  one  closet  to  two  houses.  It  only  needs  one  tenant  to 
bo  careless  in  looking  after  his  closet  in  winter  for  the  water  service  pipe  to 
freeze  and  for  a  block  of  four  or  even  six  closets  serving  8  or  more  houses  to  be 
deprived  of  water  for  flushing.  The  insanitary  results  can  well  be  imagined.  Even 
with  reasonable  care  some  winters  arc  severe  enough  to  produce  these  conditions, 
and  I  long  for  the  time  when  internal  water  closets  are  compulsory. 

The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the  working  conditions  in  factory,  shop, 
school  and  office  -  as  far  as  sanitary  amenities  go,  -  will  be  at  a  higher  level 
than  those  in  the  home  of  some  of  the  workers  concornod.  It  seems  a  bad  reflection 
on  our  standards  in  the  homo,  when  workers  will  tell  you  they  prefer  to  use  the 
toilet  accommodation  'at  work1  because  its  warmer,  or  cleaner,  or  more  private 
than  what  they  have  at  home.

Of  the  3767  houses  in  the  district  it  was  estimated  that  at  31  / 12/ 64-  the 
total  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area,  regardless  of  how  long  it  might  be 
before  they  could  all  bo  dealt  with  is  65O.  This  is  a  high  figure  due  to  the 
fact  that  all  back  to  back  houses  (being  by  definition  unfit)  are  included, 
unless  there  are  special  circumstances  such  as  where  v/indows  in  gable  walls 
provide  cross  ventilation. 

Following  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  Circular  II/65 
which  asked  for  the  information  given  in  the  previous  paragraph,  the  Council 
reviewed  their  slum  clearance  programme.  This  gave  the  new  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Hr.  N.E. Gordon,  a  chance  to  relate  the  previous  programme  to  outline 
proposals  which  the  Development  Committee  had  considered  for  the  village  of 
Quecnsbury.  The  programme,  as  eventually  published  in  February  19 66,  covered 
280  houses  to  be  dealt  with  by  I98O. 

Unfit  Houses  beyond  kepair. 

No  Clearance  Areas  were  represented  during  1965* 

Two  individual  unfit  houses  were  represented  to  the  Committee  during  the 
year,  Viz. 

Lower  Hazelhurst  Farm  Cottage,  Queensbury.

Milk  Samples. 

A  fairly  active  programme  of  ‘biological  sampling  was  carried  out  through  1965* 
Two  samples  were  examined  for  Tuberculosis,  both  of  which  v/ere  negative;  and  355 
for  Ring  Test  for  Brucellosis.  Of  those  355  'the  culture  tost  was  applied  to  22,  of 
which  5  were  positive,  but  1  only  was  submitted  to  a  guinea  pig  tost  and  this  was 
negative. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  19&5  under  icrticlos  18.19  or  20  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959* 

Ice  Cream. 

10  samples  were  taken  in  the  year  7  of  which  wore  Grade  1,  and  3  Grade  2.  *.11 

wore  hard  ice  cream  taken  from  shop  premises;  while  I  would  have  preferred  to  have 
sampled  soft  ice  cream  from  mobile  vehicles,  they  were  never  around  when  we  were 
looking  for  them. 

Foreign  bodies  in  food. 

During  the  year  we  had  a  fruit  malt  loaf  brought  in,  a  slice  of  v/hich  contained 
a  steel  screw.  As  the  screw  was  not  embedded  in  the  loaf  when  presented  to  us,  a 
warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  makers.  Another  complaint,  of  bread  smelling  of 
winter  green  was  found  to  be  due  to  a  cleaning  agent  used  on  the  slicing  machine. 
Again  a  letter  to  the  bakers  rectified  the  problem  which  has  not  re-occurred  since. 

Water. 

Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies,  two  chemical  and  four 
bacteriological.  One  of  these  samples  was  found  to  contain  organisms  due  to  contam¬ 
ination  with  a  domestic  effluent,  and  another  sample  contained  numerous  bacteria 
from  surface  drainage.  Work  is  in  hand  to  have  the  springs  v/hich  supply  the  wells, 
cleared  of  any  surface  or  domestic  contamination. 


Moat  Inspection 


(Compiled  by  J.K. Sykes, 
authorized  Moat  Inspector). 


The  high  level  of  slaughtering  which  I  reported  last  year  has  boon  maintained 
and  the  total  figures  of  animals  slaughtered  in  1965  have  topped  the  30,000  mark. 

The  increase  recorded  is  once  again  attributed  to  the  increased  output  of  pigs 
at  the  Shelf  Bacon  Factory  and  reflects  the  growing  consumer  demands  for  pig  meat, 
an  upward  trend  that  is  likely  to  continue  in  the  future. 

At  one  time  the  'll’  in  the  month  fallacy  resulted  in  a  strong  resistance  to 
fresh  pork  from  the  end  of  April  until  the  beginning  of  September  this  has  to  a 
largo  extent  died  out  influenced  by  the  popularity  of  prepared  meat  products  such 
as  cooked  hams  and  pies,  and  the  intelligent  application  of  the  refrigerator  for 
the  safe  storage  of  such  products. 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  the  area  remains  the  same  as 
last  year,  comprising  of  the  Bacon  Factory  and  tv/o  small  family  butchers,  the  latter 
killing  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  for  local  retail  trade  requirements. 

A  total  of  30,819  animals  were  inspected  and  stamped  in  accordance  with  the 
Meat  Inspection  Aegulations  1963  representing  99*6$  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in 
the  area. 

Unfortunately  100/a  inspection  was  not  achieved  owing  to  illness  and  shortage  of 
inspectorate  staff,  and  involved  one  days  kill  of  pigs  carcases  going  uninspected. 
The  offals  of  such  carcases  were,  however,  inspected  on  the  following  day.

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Hygiene. 


On  the  whole  the  slaughtering,  dressing  and  general  hygiene  was  of  a  satis¬ 
factory  standard,  an:1  there  has  boon  a  marked  improvement  in  the  standards  of 
personal  hygiene. 

A  noteworthy  improvement  at  the  Bacon  Factory  has  been  the  adoption  of  water 
sprays  in  place  of  wiping  cloths  for  washing  down  the  carcases  during  the  dressing 
operation.  This  is  a  method  that  I  have  recommended  over  the  past  two  years  in 
order  to  minimise  the  spread  of  contamination  over  the  surface  of  the  whole  carcase 
and  from  one  carcase  to  another. 

People  are  the  common  factor  in  all  food  premises.  The  success  or  failure  of 
efforts  to  create  hygienic  conditions,  and  produce  safe  clean  food,  may  be 
influenced  by  any  one  individual  through  his  standards  of  personal  hygiene  or  his 
conduct  in  handling  food.  These  arc  the  two  factors  governing  the  chance  contam¬ 
ination  of  meat  and  moat  products  v/ith  dangerous  food  poisoning  germs. 

In  an  effort  to  promote  a  bettor  understanding  of  the  basic  rules  of  Food 
Hygiene,  leaflets  have  been  distributed  amongst  the  personnel  at  the  Bacon  Factory 
and  additional  literature  will  be  circulated  during  1966. 

Disease  Control  in  Pigs. 

In  any  consideration  of  disease  in  pigs  the  part  played  by  poor  feeding,  and 
dirty  conditions,  in  the  causation  of  disease,  is  far  greater  v/ith  pigs  than  with 
other  domestic  animals. 

The  turnover  of  food  nutrients  is  rapid  and  growth  rate  is  relatively  quick 
in  pigs;  so  that  any  deficiency  in  the  ration  will  rapidly  produce  its  damaging 
effect.  This  will  be  shown  either  as  diseased  g-rowth  rate  or  frank  symptoms  of 
disease. 

V/ith  the  intensive  method  of  pig  production  such  as  tho  "Sweat  Box  System", 
it  is  imperative-  that  a  strict  code  of  hygiene  is  observed  by  the  producer,  other¬ 
wise  dirty  editions  due  to  urine,  and  slop  feeding  may  prevail. 

Such  conditions  favour  worm  infestations,  tail  biting,  and  the  propagation  of 
many  diseases  such  as  Salmonellosis,  Pneumonia  and  Enteritis. 

Condemnations. 


Pneumonia  and  worm  infestations  continue  to  be  responsible  for  the  majority 
of  lungs  and  liver,  rejected  and  arc  a  grave  source  of  economic  loss. 

Tho  producers  arc  being  continually  reminded  of  tho  necessity  of  maintaining 
a  regular  deworming  programme,  and  tho  small  decrease  in  the  amounts  of  liver 
condemned  on  the  previous  year  suggests  an  improvement  in  this  direction. 

Tuberculosis. 


No  case  of  generalised  Tuberculosis  was  recorded.  Localised  infection  occurred 
in  15  pigs  as  against  21  in  tho  i>revious  year.  Infection  was  confined  to  the  head 
and  intestines  and  involved  the  condemnation  of  the  infected  parts. 

Pyaemia. 

Generalised  pyaemias  accounted  for  30$  of  the  total  number  of  carcases  condemned 
resulting  from  pyogenic  organisms  such  as  Fusiformis  nccrophorosis. 

Those  organisms  commonly  gained  entrance  to  the  blood  stream  either  from  a 
wound  in  the  foot,  log,  or  in  tho  tail  as  a  result  of  tail  biting. 

Bacon  Factory. 

As  reported  on  tho  last  occasion  in  addition  to  tho  slaughtering  a  full  range 
of  x)ork  cuts  arc  prepared. 
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The  cooked  meat  section  is  expanding  and  a  sausage  manufacturing  department 
will  be  opened  shortly. 

The  condemned  meat  and  offals  are  collected  daily  by  an  authorised  by-product 
manufacturer  and  subsequently  sterilised  and  converted  into  fertiliser. 
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A  summary  of  condemnations  is  shown  in  the  following  tables:-

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FOOD  PRE5ISES 


In  the  report  for  1964  my  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  wrote  a  fairly 
full  report  on  all  the  premises  coming  under  this  heading.  I  do  not  proposed  to 
repeat  all  that  information  this  year.  All  the  premises  wore  inspected  once  or 
twice  during  the  year,  and  many  had  a  third  inspection  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Hail way  Premises  Act  i960,  when  matters  such  as  lighting  were  more  critically 
examined  than  if  the  inspection  had  boon  made  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Hegulations  of  i960.

This  is  the  second  year  of  operation  of  the  above  ct.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  with  inspections  and  the  assessment  of  standards,  or  shortcomings  of 
premises. 

No  accidents  wore  reported  to  us  during  the  year,  and  we  have  no  knowledge 
of  any  incidents  which  should  have  boon  reported  but  were  not.

Forty  seven  visits  of  all  kinds  were  made  by  Inspectors  to  registered  premises 
under  the  Act.  Llany  of  the  premises  for  which  registration  forms  had  been  accepted 
in  1964  were  found  to  be  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  This  was  especially 
so  in  the  case  of  licensed  promises,  where  often  the  part  time  help  employed  did  not 
exceed  21  man  hours  per  week.  The  number  shown  registered  are  thus  lower  than  the 
numbers  given  in  the  1964  report.

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With  regard  to  Section  8  -  lighting  -  the  12  contraventions  reported  above 
are  not  contraventions  of  any  legal  requirement  as  yet,  but  merely  deficiencies 
in  recommended  standards  of  lighting. 

No  exoptions  have  been  asked  for  or  given,  and  no  prosecutions  have  been  instituted 
Shortage  of  staff  has  really  prevented  us  getting  on  with  the  enforcement  of  this 
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Act. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES . 


One  offensive  trade  is  carried  on  in  the  district  at  the  Shelf  Bacon  Factory, 
where  gut  scraping  is  carried  on  with  modern  machinery  and  without  nuisance. 

PREVENTION  OF  H'EidGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949. 

Routine  work  of  rat  and  mouse  destruction  was  continued  at  a  satisfactory 
level  during  the  year.  No  problem  arose  from  this  service  which  is  still  recognised 
as  essential,  even  though  spectacular  ’kills'  of  rats  arc  no  longer  seen.  A  "hard 
core"  of  rodent  infestation,  possibly  an  irreducible  minimum  now  remains  which 
must  bo  continued  to  be  "controlled"  to  avoid  what  must  otherwise  almost  certainly 
be  a  rapid  increase  in  the  rodent  population,  although  there  is  talk  in  some 
quarters  on  the  possibility  on  complete  eradication  or  rodents.  This  follows 
experiments  with  the  use  of  sodium  fluoroacctato  abroad  and  in  certain  compactly 
sewered  areas  in  this  country  where  it  has  seemed  that  100^  clearance  has  been 
obtained.  Until  those  reports  came  through  we  had  allbeenrcconciled  to  there  being 
an  "hard  core"  of  infestation.  Now,  we  have  this  further  ideal  to  aim  at. 

Much  has  been  said  about  mice  developing  a  resistance  to  Warfarin,  and  what 
evor  the  reasore  for  it  are,  we  arc  certainly  finding  it  more  difficult  to  control 
mice  this  way  and  are  more  and  more  falling  back  on  the  old  faithful,  zinc  phosphide 
at  about  1-§ $  to  2c/o  oatmeal.

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  ^.cts  1928  to  1936. 

IXiring  the  year  15  licenses  wore  renewed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit. 
These  licensed  stores  have  a  total  capacity  of  36,000  gallons.  In  addition  up  to 
60  gallons  are  stored  at  the  Quoonshury  Fire  Station  in  cans,  no  license  being  needed 
for  this.  The  licenses  and  conditions  of  storage  have  been  revised  to  conform  with 
the  model  conditions  issued  by  the  Home  Office,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  County  Fire  Service. 

The  Health  Committee  have  recommended  the  Council  not  to  renew  any  petrol  storage 
licenses  in  respect  of  tanks  which  were  over  15  years  of  age  unless  they  had  satis¬ 
factorily  withstood  a  pressure  test.  We  arc  indebted  to  the  County  Fire  Service 
for  their  help  in  inspecting  these  premises  and  making  recommendations  prior  to  the 
annual  renewal  cf  Licenses  as  to  any  matters  in  which  the  petrol  store  required 
maintenance  or  alteration.  Without  their  advice  there  is  no  doubt  that  many 
potentially  dangerous  situations  might  arise. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  year  followed  our  usual  pattern  of  a  weekly  collection  except  at  holiday 
times  when  a  day  or  two  is  lost.  We  have  always  managed  to  catch  up  the  arrears 
by  the  following  week,  except  following  the  heavy  snow  on  November  30th.  A  heavy 
snow  tends  to  act  selectively  in  that  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  move  we  are  able 
to  empty  bins  along  the  main  roads,  but  some  of  the  side  streets,  where  the  snow 
lies  deeper  and  undisturbed,  have  to  be  loft  for  longer  periods.  Psychologically 
this  is  upsetting  to  the  refuse  collection  team,  as,  being  conscious  of  not  having 
made  a  clean  sweep  anywhere,  and  of  extra  refuse  piling  up  for  the  following  week, 
the  job  begins  to  seem  hopeless.  Occupiers  could  do  much  to  help  by  seeing  that 
there  was  a  cleared  walk  to  their  dustbin,  and  that  it  was  dug  out  of  drifts.  The' 
crowning  blow  for  the  bin  man  is  to  find  that  the  lid  of  the  bin  has  been  left  off, 
the  bin  contents  are  soaked,  and  that  he  has  twice  the  normal  weight  to  lift  and 
carry  -  all  so  unnecessarily.  If  he  slips  or  falls  and  spills  some  refuse,  or 
lurches  against  a  window,  as  has  happened,  and  breaks  it,  there  is  such  an  outcry. 
If  some  people  would  only  put  themselves  in  the  bin  man's  place  at  such  times,  and 
wish  him  a  cheery  'good  morning'  instead  of  peeping  round  the  kitchen  curtains  to 
see  if  he  has  spilled  a  little  refuse,  the  hardships  and  frustrations  of  the  job 
would  be  greatly  mitigated. 

The  tip  at  Hill  Top  is  filling  up  rapidly  but  has  been  kept  under  good  control 
in  1965  by  the  tip  man  with  the  aid  of  the  hydraulic  loading  shovel.  A  contract 
with  a  servicing  Company  for  the  control  of  rats  or  mice,  and  other  pests,  has  been 
very  effective  and  money  well  spent. 

Salvage  collections  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  were  disappointing,  but 
picked  up  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.  This  is  one  of  those  things,  the  salvage 
yield  seems  to  vary  proportionately  to  the  amount  of  time  and  effort  the  boss  can 
spare  to  devote  to  constant  overseeing  and  exhortation.  One  would  expect  the 
system,  once  established,  to  run  on  under  its  own  momentum,  but  it  doesn't.  The

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STAFF  AND  DUTIES. 


Excluding  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer’s  Department,  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  consists  of  four  males  -  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  an  authorized 
Meat  Inspector,  and  a  Technical  Assistant  and  Clerk. 

The  Technical  Assistant  who  came  to  us  originally  purely  for  clerical  duties 
passed  the  examination  for  the  Smoke  Inspectors  Certificate  in  1962.  He  does  99$ 
of  Smoke  Control  Area  Survey  work,  the  supervision  of  fireplace  conversions,  and 
the  preparation  of  grant  payment  certificate,  in  addition  to  the  clerical  work  of 
this  office. 

The  Authorized  Meat  Inspector,  appointed  20th  November  1963,  carries  out  most 
of  the  meat  inspection  and  is  more  or  less  full  time  employed  at  the  Bacon  Fa„ctory. 

That  leaves  the  assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself.  We  are  responsible 

for 

(1)  Overall  responsibility  in  meat  inspection  in  cases  referred  to  us  by  the 
Authorized  Meat  Inspector. 

(2)  The  examination  of  all  other  foodstuffs  for  human  consumption. 

(3)  The  hygiene  of  food  shops,  cafes,  snack  bars,  pubs,  canteens,  school  kitchens 
and  of  mobile  food  vans. 

(4)  The  sampling  of  foods,  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  anything  -  to  see  that  diseases 
are  not  sx>read. 

(5)  Enquiries  into  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases,  and  taking  steps  to  limit  its 
spread,  by  taking  specimens  to  the  laboratory,  exclusion  of  children  from 
school  &c. 

(6)  Defuse  collection,  disposal  and  salvage. 

(7)  Inspection  of  all  new  drainage  work,  plumbing  and  sanitary  fittings  installed 
to  existing  buildings. 

(8)  The  examination  of  existing  drainage  where  defects  appear  to  exist  from  smells, 
blockages,  water  in  collars,  damp  patches  on  walls  etc. 

(9)  Routine  inspection  of  all  premises  in  the  district  from  time  to  time  to  see 
what  nuisances  exist,  and  to  secure  their  abatement.  These  can  arise  by  : 
statute  definition  from  - 

(i)  Any  promises  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  prejudical  to  health 

(ii)  any  accumulation  or  deposit 

(iii) Any  animals  so  kept  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  prejudical  to  healtu 

(iv)  ii ny  dust  or  affluvia  caused  by  any  trade  or  business  which  is  ...  and 

(v)  Any  workplace  not  properly  ventilated,  or  kept  clean,  etc  so  as  to  be  a 
nuisance  etc. 

(10)  The  routine  inspection  of  houses  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  whether  or  not 
they  are  fit  for  human  habitation  and  to  secure  their  repair,  or  demolition  or 
closure. 

(11)  Inspections  to  find  out  if  any  house  is  overcrowded. 

(12)  Inspections  and  advice  on  application  for  improvement  grants  and  assessing 
amount  of  grant  payable. 

(13)  Certificates  of  disrepair  and  general  landlord  and  tenant  queries. 

(14)  Caravan  sites. 

(15)  Control  of  insect  pests,  and  disinfection  when  required. 

(16)  Hygiene  of  Hag  Flock  manufacture  and  use.  To  see  that  it  is  clean  and  non- 
verminous  and  used  in  clean  premises. 

(17)  Licencing  of  Petroleum  Stores  and  inspection  to  see  licence  conditions  are 
adhered  to. 

(18)  The  inspection  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  factories  with  power  and  of  all 
environment  conditions  in  factories  without  power. 

(19)  Inspection  of  houses  where  burling  and  mending  is  done. 

(20)  Shop  premises  as  to  ventilation,  lighting,  temperature  and  conveniences  for 
shop  assistants.  Now  largely  superseded  by. 

(21)  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Hailway  premises  Act. 

(22)  The  planning  of  our  Smoko  Control  Areas. 

(23)  Pet  shops,  canal  boats,  common  loading  houses,  houses  let  in  lodgings, 
infectious  diseases,  control  of  airports  or  ports. 

(24)  Pollution  of  ditches,  streams  and  water  courses. 

(25)  Supervision  of  slaughterhouses  and  licencing  of  slaughtermen.  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals  Regulations.

Districts  over  20,000  pop  have  diseases  of  Animals  Act  duties  and 
Districts  over  40,000  population  have  Food  and  Drugs  (adulteration)  duties. 
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We  have  no  canals  in  the  area;,  and  the  only  railway  in  the  area  now  disused 
passes  underground  for  the  whole  length  within  tho  boundaries.

Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951° 

The  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  November  1951®  Briefly  it  forbids  the  use  of 
certain  filling  materials  for  upholstery,  the  stuffing  of  bedding,  toys,  baby 
carriages  &c. 


Premises  where  Rag  Flock  is  manufactured  or  stored  must  bo  licensed  annually, 
and  we  have  one  manufacturer  so  licensed. 


Provisions  are  also  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  or  use  of  unclean  filling 
materials,  and  regulations  have  been  made  proscribing  standards  of  cleanliness  for 
such  filling  materials. 

Premises  where  Rag  Flock  is  used  must  also  be  registered,  and  we  have  one 
upholsterer  so  registered. 

Schools. 


There  are  eight  schools  in  the  area,  and  eighteen  visits  were  11 ad^  to  these 
for  purposes  which  include  inspection  of  toilet  accommodation,  sampling  of  milk, 
and  chocking  on  absentees  due  to  infectious  diseases. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  tho  year. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  premises  in  which  is  situated  the  onjly  swimming  bath  in  tho  district  are 
Council  owned  and  the  bath  was  open  throughout  1965*  It  was  operated  quite  satis¬ 
factorily  during  the  year.  The  slipper  baths  at  the  same  promises  continued  to 
supply  a  need  locally.  5  samples  of  barh  water  wore  examined  bacteriologically 
all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  A  n ew  gas  chlorination  plant  was  installed,  the 
filter  examined,  and  the  accumulation  on  the  top  of  tho  filter  removed,  and  a 
more  satisfactory  control  of  the  water  quality  set  up  in  1965* 

West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951® 

Hairdressers  -  Section  120. 


All  tho  hairdressers'  promises  in  the  area  are  now  registered  by  tho  Council 
under  the  above  statute.  There  arc  four  promises  for  men  and  six  for  ladies. 

Bye  laws  for  these  premises  wore  made  and  came  into  force  throughout  the  area 
on  1st  May  1953. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  apparent  on  routine  inspection  is  good,  and 
fourteen  inspections  of  these  promises  were  made  in  1965® 
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
